Gilbert Paper Company Grants Demands. 
[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

APPLETON, Wis., November 26, 1901.—The Gilbert 
Paper Company, of Menasha, has prepared its answer to 
ts employees in the matter of shorter hours, &c. The 
company agrees to grant to tour workers in machine, 
engine and calender rooms the shorter work week, with 
out pay reduction, beginning on January | It .also 
agrees that the new schedule shall be permanent if adopted 
elsewhere by mills competing with the Gilbert Paper 
Company. It iurther agrees to endeavor to arrange work 
so that 
cease work on Saturdays at noon, but if necessary to fill 


t shall be the custom for finishing room help to 


time orders it will expect finishers to work Saturday aiter 
noons without increase of pay. The company grants 
time and a half pay to tour workers for Sunday work. 

The officers of the Kimberly & Clark Company held 
meetings yesterday and to-day, but as yet have not 
reached any conclusion, nor have other companies come 
to any decision. 

An effort was made to have a meeting of all the manu 
acturers, but so far it has not been successful.

Discussing the Shorter Hour Schedule,

nothing has been done by the manufacturers of this valley 
looking toward meeting the demands of their employees 
No conference of manufacturers has been held, and the 
matter has been discussed between them only informally 
It was assumed that whatever was done would be done 
n a concerted way, the requested concession being granted 


r refused by all the mills alike. As time goes on be 
ymes more and more doubtful if such will be the action 
Many of the manufacturers seem to feel that this is some 
hing which each mill must meet for itself without rete: 
ence to the others, and there is a very decided variance in 
he way mill managers talk, though they are all careful to 
iy they have not yet made up their minds 
In talking about the matter to-day with different manu 
cturers, your correspondent brought out many different 
ews Several mill managers expressed themselves as 
ing willing to shut their mills down and board up the 
windows December 1, provided the rest of the mills would 
lo likewise. “This is the entering wedge of trades union 
sm in the paper business,”’ one said, “and to comply with 
this demand is merely to put off the day of wrath. If 
we grant this concession it will be but a short time before 
other concessions will be demanded until the time comes 


when we can go no further and war will have to be de 
clared. The time to fight is now rather than later on. The 
men in the mills are already very nervous; they have not 
become so steepéd in trades unionism as they will get later, 
nor have they the resources now that they may have later 
Phis is the logical time for us to say “No.’”’ 

“If our machine tenders had merely asked for -an in 
crease of wages I should have said ‘Let them have it,’ ”’ said 
another, “but they have drawn in all the people employed 
in the mill, even the finishers who have the easy jobs, but 
who feared they might not be asked to come around till 
Monday noon, and are dictating to us what time we shall 
run our mills. I am very loath to knuckle down to this.” 

Che mills making sulphite fibre exclusively are not af 
fected. The Riverside Fibre Company and Interlake Pulp 
and Paper Company, of this city, have received no notices 
such as have come to the paper mills. “Any such demand 
as this upon us, if complied with,” said a sulphite man to 
day, “would mean that we would have to turn the mill over 
to the boys. During the winter time at least it would be a 
practical impossibility for us to cease our processes in the 


mill. Things would freeze up.” Fox RIVER 


HOLYOKE’S TROUBLES. 


Low Water—Restrictions Put in Force, but Later Removed 
—The Strike of the Freight Handlers—No Goods 
Moved on Friday or Saturday.

Holyoke mills faced a serious situation the latter part of 
last week, and for a time it was feared that somie of the 
mills would be forced either to shut down their manufac 
turing departments or run on reduced time owing to re 
strictions being placed upon the use of water and _ the 
strike of freight men on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad The restrictions as to the use of 
water were removed this morning by the Holyoke Water 
Power Company, and the pr spects are that the freight of 
the mills will be handled by the railroad. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad noti 
fied the mills on Thursday that it would be impossible to 
handle freight owing to the strike, and no freight was taken 
out or brought into the city over that road on Friday and 
Saturday. The situation was especially distressing on ac 
count of the coal supply, which began to run low in some 
of the mills, and arrangements were hastily made for the 
transportation of coa! and both raw and manufactured 
goods over other lines, most of the orders for New York 
being sent through Boston 

It is stated that the trouble is now practically settled 
and the mills resumed business to-day on the old schedules 
although the railroad will be crippled for some few days in 
straightening out the tangle of cars which has resulted 
from the strike FERRY

COL. PAINE’S CHANGE. 


To Leave New York and Pennsylvania 
Company at End of Year. 


Resignation as President Effective January 1, 1902—Many 
Times Announced He Was Ready to Retire—‘‘ The Man 
Behind the Gun ’’—Contract with Remington-Martin 
Company—Says That He Will Buiida News Mill. 


Col. Augustus G. Paine made the announcement to 
a number of ifiends late last week that he would sever his 
connection with the new York and Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, of which he is the president, on January 1, 1902. 
(his announcement will, no doubt, come as a very great 
surprise to most men in the industry. But those who have 
known the Colonel intimately will recall the fact that he 
has declared many times during the past two years his in- 
tention of retiring from active business. His withdrawal 
trom the New York and Pennsylvania Company wil] there 
fore be interpreted by his friends as evidence that the 
Colonel has at last taken the final step, which he has been 
postponing now for so long a time. Having at last come 
to a decision in the matter, it is expected that Colonel 
Paine will not participate actively in the affairs of the New 
York and Pennsylvania Company between now and the 
ist of next January. If he should be found at the office 
of that company within that time, his presence there will 
be largely for the purpose of instructing others in the 
details of the company’s business. His resignation as pres 
ident and his formal withdrawal from the company are to 
take effect on the first of the year. 

Whether Colonel Paine wil] give up all active interest 
in the paper industry or not is a question that he has not 
decided positively himself. The reason for the doubt in 
connection with the subject is the fact that the Colonel 
has a number of irons in the fire apart from his former 
connection with the New York and Pennsylvania Com- 
pany. Just how he could escape the obligations entailed 
in these, even if he so wished, is said to puzzle the 
Colonel to such an extent that he has about determined 
to remain in the trade a while longer, or at least until 
he can free himself of the obligations referred to. One 
of these is said to be a personal contract with the Rem- 
ington-Martin Company, of Norfolk, N. Y., whereby the 
Colonel is reported to have bound himself to take the 
entire product of that company, 100 tons of news per 
day, for the next year. As this product is to come on 
the market some time next month, the difficulty of the 
Colonel’s retirement at this time can be appreciated by 
the trade. In addition to this handicap the Colonel has 
many other ties that bind him to the industry in which 


he has been a conspicuous figure for many years 


hat Colonel Paine has been preparing the way for his 
retirement is clear to those who recall the fact that in 
January last he acted as “The Man Behind the Gun” in 
securing the service f William B. Dillon for the Great 
Northern Paper Company, or at least his friends say that 
he so acted. At that time the following extract was printed 
is th emi-ofhcial announcement of the Colonel himself: 
But the Colonel is beginning to realize that he has ar 
rived at that age when he has a right to take a rest, in 
stead of doubly increasing labors in this field, and all the 
me for the past six months he has been looking over the 


field to find a capable man to interest financially and other 
wise in the Great Northern Paper Company.” The suc 


cess of the Colonel’s efforts in that direction is too fresh in

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MILLS CROWDED WITH ORDERS. 





Advances in Many Lines—All Prices Firm—Complaints 
That Deliveries Are Not Made Rapidly Enough— 
The Demand Regarded as Healthy. 





The New York paper market is to all appearances just 
as active this week as it has been for the past month, but 
there are some signs that the buyers have at last been edu- 
cated to the stern realities of the situation. They were 
told some time back that they could not have their paper 
inside of a month or six weeks. At all such statements 
they at first laughed, then they stormed later on, but now 
they are inclined to think that the salesmen have been tell- 
ing the truth. Having arrived at this stage they are some- 
what less clamorous as they realize that it will do no good. 
The salesmen meantime have been keeping away from 
their trade as much as they dared to. As one of them 
expressed it this week: “People who want paper are now 
coming to see me—I don’t have to go after them.” This 
in a way tells the story of the situation as it still exists in 
New York. As far as demand and supply are concerned, 
it is difficult to see in what respect the market has changed 
within the past week. The continued low state of the 
water powers, together with the lateness of the season and 
the arrival of cold weather, have perhaps helped to stiffen 
the market a little. On the other hand some men in the 
trade say that the extra heavy demand for the Christmas 
periodicals is no longer a factor, and that with this out 
of the way the market will be “easier” shortly, on book 
papers at least. But, as an offset to this argument, is the 
fact that quotations on book are being withdrawn by the 
mills. The last company to take this step was the Duncan 
Company. The other large book manufacturing companies 
report that they are still about six weeks behind on orders. 
While quotations have been withdrawn, either publicly 
or privately, by many of the mills, the minimum quotations 
on book remain at 3% cents for machine finish and 3% 
cents for super. Writings continue active, with no change 
in the quotations. The same can be said of manilas. 
Stocks of any size in manilas are scarce in the New York 
market. No. 2 manilas are particularly scarce, and are 
now being quoted at 2.15 cents as the minimum. The 
prices on the other grades remain about the same. News 
paper is firm at 2% cents, with large, desirable orders going 
for about 2.15 cents. Contracts of any size are reported at 
2cents. A noteworthy feature of the paper market for the 
past six weeks is the remarkable fact that prices have ad- 
vanced so little considering the great demand. All along 
this fall it has not been a question of prices that has 
caused trouble, but wholly one of ability to supply the de- 
mand on time, 


Massachusetts Mills Crowded with Orders.

The present week promises to be unusually busy for the 
manufacturers in the Connecticut Valley, as most of the 
mills will observe Thanksgiving Day in some form and 
the business of six days will therefore be crowded into 
five. At this time, when the mills are crowded with orders 
and the managers are looking about for ways to fill orders 
and means to turn out a few pounds more paper a week 
above the capacity of the mills, this is an extremely difficult 
matter. 

Trade during the past week has been very good ard the 
mills have received enough orders to keep them running 
for some time. It was stated to-day by a manufacturer 
that the Holyoke mills had never had as much business 
on hand as at the present time. It is extremely difficult 
for the mills to fill their orders in some cases and a great 
many orders are delayed in shipping. The week has been 
one of prosperity among the mills of the city. 

Outside mills report business equally good with the 
Holyoke mills. The Whittlesey mill at Windsor Locks, 
Conn., reports that trade is better with it now than at any 
time in its history. The Japanese Tissue Mills at South 
Hadley have a large amount of business on hand fer its 
crepe tissues, which have met with favor. 

The finer grades of paper have been called for largely 
the past week, although there has been a good demend for 
superfines and flats. The organization of the many new 
companies in all branches of trade has been felt by the 
mills this year in the increased demand for paper. The 
mills of the Connecticut Valley and the western part of 
the State are very well contented with the amount of busi- 
ness handled the past week and the outlook is for even a 
larger amount of orders in the immediate future.

Boston Conditions Continue Favorable.

Business conditions governing the paper trade, as re- 
flected from local circles, are still very favorable. Demand 


for all lines of paper continues very heavy and everybody 
seems to be busy. Manilas have been in extra demand for 
some weeks past, and the call for all kinds of wrapping 
paper is still heavy and is being well maintained. The 
market is very firm on all grades of paper, and, while 
quotations are withdrawn by some manufacturers on cer- 
tain grades, other manufacturers have been encouraged 
to advance prices. A week or two ago the Hollingsworth 
& Whitney Company advanced the price of low grade 
papers one-eighth of a cent, and last Saturday this com- 
pany notified the trade that its price would be advanced 
one-eighth of a cent on its “Owl” fibre, its “Eagle” pure 
fibre and its ““No. 1 Tacon” manila, owing, as the circular 
announcement stated, “to the greatly increased cost of 
nearly everything that enters into the manufacture of 
these goods.” The Odell Manufacturing Company, of 
Groveton, N. H., and other manufacturers of manila pa- 
pers have also advanced prices during the past week. 
Book papers are also in good demand, but deliveries are 
slower than consumers like, so that complaint on that 
score is frequently heard. Jobbers likewise complain of 
the backwardness of miils in filling orders. As is only 
natural under such conditions, prices on book papers are 
very firm, and quotations from mills are being advanced, 
one manufacturer being encouraged by the lead made by 
another. So long as present conditions continue an up- 
ward tendency in prices can be looked for.

Philadelphia Market Firm. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PHILADELPHIA, November 26, 1901.—A little flurry was 
given to the market for book papers, which are in heavy 
demand, by the report that prices were to be advanced from 
one-eighth to one-quarter cent per pound. Investigation 
showed that the rumor was based upon the advance made 
by an important manufacturer, whose quotations had been 
as much below the market prices as is represented by the 
one-eighth to one-quarter cent increase made by him. Other 
dealers say that demand is most satisfactory and prices 
yield a fair profit, but that there is little likelihood of a con- 
certed increase in prices on the part of manufacturers or 
jobbers. For other grades of paper there is a good inquiry. 
Writing and flat papers are firm in price and some shading

Manufacturers and paper dealers alike assert that all! the 
mills are crowded with orders to their utmost capacity. 
The demand seems to be in advance of the immediate sup- 
ply, the result of which condition is that prices have stif- 
fened perceptibly, and in news and fibre papers there has 
been an advance during the past week of about Io cents 
per hundred pounds. Dealers report that on book papers 
the demand is good, owing to the large quantities used 
by the publishing houses in getting out their many holi- 
day books, which are even more numerous this year than 
before. The call for paper of all kinds has been stimu- 
lated this week by the advancing season and the certainty 
growing every day more apparent that the holiday trade 
from the standpoint not only of the jobber and the manu- 
facturer, but from that of the retailer as well, will be a 
record breaker, necessitating ‘unusually large quantities of 
supplies. It may be that so far as the mills are con- 
cerned the demand has been somewhat hurried up by the 
jobbers on account of the rumors of impending labor diffi- 
culties at the mills. The straw board market offers little 
for comment. There was a large business last weck and 
there is no present prospect of any cessation of the de- 
mand. Prices are firm and the trade is active. M 





Orders for Thirty to Sixty Days Ahead,

see no evidence of any such tendency and they do not be- 
lieve it will be the fact. They are looking for busy times 
right through what is usually the dull season.

Miami Valley Business Prosperous. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 25, 1901.—Business continues 
on the upward bound and at this writing there is not the 
slightest indication of a reaction. The “law of supply and 
demand,” which controls at all times and to which almost 
every condition in the commercial world may be attrib- 
uted, despite its eccentricities at times, has nevet been 


more vividly in evidence. As a well-known paper manu- 
facturer put it this week: “After all, the law of supp'y 
and demand explains it all. In any phase of trade rela- 
tions you find it exerting its influence whether alleged 
booms or erratic conditions prevail. There are some vari- 
ations, but without the demand, be it natural or othei wise, 
I would like to know how you could figure on the sup- 
ply?” 

Another manufacturer stated that business still tends up- 
ward and is showing a surprising gait. ‘‘We are receiving 
better prices than we did last week. Buyers are more par- 
ticular and you can rest assured that the makers are as 
well. The advance has been quiet. I do not know of a 
single manufacturer who has flourished his trumpets over 
the advance. I do believe that the Miami Valley has 
been particularly fortunate in bagging good sized urders, 
however, and incline to the opinion that some of the mill 
men are securing better prices for contract work and or- 
ders on short notice than many other makers in some 
other sections.” 

Last week it was stated that within ten days another 
decided advance would be announced. This advance is 
here this week, but it has not been formally or publicly 
announced. As a matter of fact the advances have been 
noted quietly and mill men prefer to deal individually with 
buyers rather than make general quotations on all grades, 
subject to change without notice. Nearly all grades have 
been in good call and the prospects are that the demand 
will continue and the price asked will be obtained with- 
out difficulty. News and books have been extremely ac- 
tive, and while some contend that the cheaper grades have 
been in the supremacy this is questioned by other makers 
who assert that with them the better qualities are the bet- 
ter sellers. Thus it is shown that there is considerable of 
a movement of all grades and that all mill men are not 
having the same experience. No doubt exists that trade 
could not be much improved and a long continuance is 
all that is earnestly prayed for by the paper mill contin- 
gent of this section. M. V.

the minds of the trade to need repetition here. However, it 
should be said that his great services in inducing Mr. Dil- 
lon to resign from the International Paper Company earned 
for the Colonel the distinction of being known as.

Those who have been close to him say that Colonel 
Paine has stated recently that he was to build a 100 
ton news mill right away, own it himself and sell its 
product. Last week the Colonel stated publicly that he in 
tended to make the projected mill a 250-ton news mill 
The details of the projected enterprise he refrained from 
giving. 

The Rubel Manufacturing Company Will Build. 

PitrspurG, Pa., November 25, 1901.—The Rubel Manu 
facturing Company is about to erect a $150,000 plant to 
manufacture fine paper and stationery at Moundsyville, 
W. Va. The company has offices in this city, New York, 
Chicago, Boston and Philadelphia, and has a paper mill 
in New Jersey. The new plant will employ about 150 peo 
ple, and its daily output will be worth about $1,000. 

The Moundsville branch of the Rubel Company will be 
incorporated to capitalize at $150,000. Through the United 
Securities Company, of Pittsburg, these interests have se 
cured a 4-acre site for the plant at Moundsville, and the 
Board of Trade there has decided to subscribe for $50,000 
of the capital stock of the company. 

President Rubel was in Pittsburg yesterday and said that 
his company had decided to establish a plant in the Ohio 
Valley to supply the trade in the Middle West. 


Paper Manufacturer’s Private Electric Plant.

‘To the Stockholders of the United States Envelope 
Company—Your directors have this day omitted to vote 
the declaration of the dividend on the preferred shares, 
which, if quarterly payments were to continue, would have 
been declared to-day and made payable December 1, Igot. 
Your board believes that it is wise, in your interests, to 
decide upon the question of a dividend after the taking of 
inventory January 1, 1902; and perhaps thereafter declare 
dividends semi-annually as the by-laws and preferred stock 
certificates provide, rather than quarterly, as has been the 
practice. The notes of the company covering the purchase 
price of the toilet paper or tissue business obtained of the 
Morgan Envelope Co., which your company was obligated 
to take over under the contract contained in the option 
given to the promoters by said Morgan Envelope Company, 
which contract we have been advised by counsel the com- 
pany was legally bound to and did assume at the time of 
its organization, have been largely reduced. This con 
tract was agreed to while the promoters or their attorneys 
were the directors and officers of this company, and of the 
existence thereof none of the present officers, except the par 
ties at interest, had a knowledge. The contract having been 
thus agreed to, and the company having voted to execute 
the same before the present president or the envelope man 
ufacturers became directors or officers, this company car 
ried out its obligation by giving the notes hereinbefore 
mentioned, and the existence of these notes and the pay 
ments they call for necessitate the position herein taken 
This indebtedness is independent of the operation account 
and is really a matter of additional property acquisition 
Until these notes are paid, however, the company has this 
indebtedness to meet in partial payments provided for by 
Your company has no indebtedness other than 
ts bonds, the notes payable above mentioned and its cur 
rent bills.

stated, whereby the United States Envelope Company se 
cured an option on the plant of the Morgan Company. The 
agreement was made, as is stated in the letter to the stock- 
holders, without the knowledge of the present officers of 
the company, except those at interest, and it was supposed 
when the company was organized under its present manage 
ment that it was free from any such indebtedness. When 
January 1, 1900, arrived the company did not have the nec 
essary cash to meét the obligation to the Morgan Envelope 
Company, but did turn over to that company $100,000 in 
ash and arranged to give the notes of the company for the 
remaining $400,000, payable in quarterly instalments of $25,- 
000 each, and these notes have been met upon maturity. In 
all, something like $300,000 has Deen paid upon the obliga 
tion, and there is still something like $200,000 to pay.

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BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


The Paper Market—Annual Meetings of Various Companies 
—Imports and Exports of Paper and Pulp—Scan- 
dinavia Loses in the British Pulp Market. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, November 14, 1901.—The paper market, even 
with the bit of activity that it has taken on of late, docs 
not present any special features. The doings in it are 
very uneventful and mills are not nearly as well supplied 
with orders as they should be. Some of the mills, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the very poor year that we have 
had, are not making as bad a showing as might be ex- 
pected. 

The directors of the Kellner-Partington Paper Pulp 
Company, Limited, propose to recommend to the share- 
holders a dividend for the half year ending September 20 
last of 9 per cent., free of income tax, making with the 
interim dividend paid in May last a total dividend for the 
year at the rate of 15 per cent. 

The report of the directors of the Star Paper Mill Com 
pany, Limited, for the half year ended October 31 shows 
that after allowing for interest and depreciation there is 
a profit of £4,590 13s. 8d., which, added to the amount 
brought forward, leaves a disposable balance of £11,360 3s. 
6d., out of which is recommended the payment of a divi- 
dend of 3s. per share on the preference, and 5s. per share 
on the ordinary shares, which will absorb £3,858, leaving 
£7,502 3s. 6d. to be carried forward. During the half-year 
the trade has been very inactive, and values have ruled 
remarkably low, but the works have been fairly well em 
ployed. The period for which the 6 per cent. debenture 
bonds were issued having expired, the same have been 
paid off or transferred into the new 4% per cent. debenture 
stock.

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WALL PAPER COMBINATION. 


Talk of the Stainers Getting Together—The Plan Sug- 
gested—The Purchase of Existing Plants— 
Who Might Be in It. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 25, 1901.—There is a move- 
ment on foot to organize a wall paper combine, the object 
being to limit production and to better the trade. Whether 
the plans can be carried through is in doubt, however, be 
cause several important manufacturers are not disposed to 
join in. The plan submitted to several of the large con- 
cerns provides for the organization of an operating com 
pany, to pay $5,000 for each machine in use, $2,500 in 8 
per cent. preferred stock and the balance in common stock, 
on which no payments are to be made until the preferred 
is retired, 

Cresswell & Washburn, Becker, Smith & Page, and the 
Gossler & Wilt Wall Paper Company, all of Philadelphia; 
the Tarrytown Paper Company, of Tarrytown, N. Y.; Ben- 
ton, Heath & Co., of Hoboken; the Liberty Wall Paper 
Company, of Schuylerville, N. Y.; W. H. Mairs & Co., of 
Brooklyn, and the York Wall Paper Company and the 
York Card and Paper Company, both of York, Pa., are 
named as some of the concerns it is hoped to merge. 

Mr. Cresswell, of Cresswell & Washburn, when asked 
about the matter yesterday, said: “Within ten days I re- 
ceived a letter from Samuel S. Figgis, president of the 
Tarrytown Paper Company, and also of the Manufacturers’ 
Club, of New York, an association of wall paper makers, 
asking for my views of the situation, and whether we 
would join a combination. I replied that the wall paper 
business was certainly in a deplorable state, and that if a 
plan to better it could be devised I would favor it.” 

W. H. Gravemeyer, of Carey Brothers, stated that they 
had not been approached, but that if they were they would 
decline to have anything to do with the scheme. 


Inquiry was made this week in the New York market in 
regard to the prospective wall paper combine outlined 
above. In answer to questions, one gentleman well posted 
on such matters said to a representative of THe Paper 
TRADE JouRNAL: “The wall paper business is really in a 
bad way, and of course it is only natural that a number of 
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suggestions should be before them all the time, as possi 
ble remedies for existing troubles. That such is the case 
no one will deny. The fact is that there has not been a 
month in the past year or more that some new scheme 
has not been proposed. So we are getting used to it by 
this time. But, speaking candidly, there is no proposition 
before the wall paper men to-day that is taken seriously 
by them. In other words, there has been no plan outlined 
as yet that the owners of the leading factories would con- 
sider for a minute. One will come along, however, in due 
time, but that time has not yet arrived. In regard to the 
letter of Mr. Figgis, referred to in the despatch from Phil- 
adelphia, all there is to that is that Mr. Figgis recently 
sent a circular letter to all the wall paper manufacturers, 
in which he, as president of the Wall Paper Manufacturers’ 
Club, composed of wall paper men, outlined a certain plan, 
and asked the manufacturers for their opinions in regard 
to it. There is no danger of another wall paper combine 
being formed in the near future, so you are safe in dis- 
regarding a lot of the reports in regard to the stbject 
that may be circulated.” 


A Youthful Philadelphia Incendiary. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 26, 1901.—A leading paper 
warehouse and a leading paper stock warehouse were 
placed in peril of destruction during the week by a very 
small boy, who kindled fires about them, as well as about 
four other large establishments, for the joy the clanging 
engines might give him. Charles McMenamin is fourteen 
years of age, and when at home lives at 2356 North Fourth 
street. Last week, however, he was a runaway. To the 
fire marshal he confessed gathering a lot of waste paper 
in the rear of A. G, Elliot & Co.’s warehouse on South 
Sixth street and setting fire to it. The engines came and 
extinguished the blaze. McMenamin was delighted. Next 
he set fire to waste in front of Evan G. Badger’s paper 
stock warehouse on South Marshall street. Again an alarm 
was sounded, the engines responded and McMenamin 
smiled. Gathering up stacks of waste paper he proceeded 
to four other large establishments and kindled fires which 
brought out the engines. All six fires were in the heart of 
the city, and took place at intervals of a half hour and 
before midnight. McMenamin was finally arrested.

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PULP WOOD IN MAINE. 





Ira H. Randall Expresses His Opinion as to It—Henry 
Grinnell, of Washington, Utters a Warning to 
Consumers of Spruce. 


Aucusta, Me., November 25, 1901.—Hon. Ira H. Ran- 
dall, who is recognized as having an intimate knowledge 
as to timber, pulp wood and timber lands, in talking about 
these matters last week spoke as follows: 

“Last year all the companies operating in Kennebec 
waters cut, as near as can be estimated, 150,000,000 feet. 
This includes that used by both the saw mills and in the 
pulp industry. The cut this year will be about the same— 
perhaps a little more. My opinion would be that there 
would be an increase rather than a decrease. Do I think 
there is a tendency among the pulp mills to cut too small 
trees and thereby reduce the amount of timber in the 
State? Well, that depends upon circumstances. When a 
company buys the stumpage only there is a tendency of 
course to utilize as much as possible of the timber. In this 
case small trees are undoubtedly cut. When the company 
cuts from its own tracts of land, it of course realizes that 
it is not for its interest to cut the smaller timber. 

“As to what part of the timber is used by the pulp mills 
in Kennebec waters comes from land owned by the pulp 
mills of course I can only estimate I should judge 
that the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company cuts two- 
thirds of its supply from tracts of land which it owns. 
The Great Northern Paper Company owns over 400,000 
acres of timber lands. It cuts an immense amount from 
this territory, but it also buys a great deal. It is continu- 
ally purchasing from small owners, so no exact estimate 
can be given of the proportion of that cut on its own lands 
to that purchased from others. The International Paper 
Company uses about 25,000,000 feet per year and a good 
proportion of this comes from its own lands. 

“Do I think there is a great tendency toward the de- 
pletion of the forests of the State? In the case of the 
Kennebec region there is lumber enough with what will 
grow, if judiciously used, to last the companies now oper 
ating here for years without any doubt. 

“Do I think the recently formed White Mountain Paper: 
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Company will affect the Maine forests to any extent? 
That company will of course operate in the Rangeley 
regions somewhat; but a large per cent. of its 625 square 
miles of territory is in the northern part of New Hamp- 
shire. It will not operate at all in Kennebec waters, of 
course. The Augusta Lumber Company uses about 10,000,- 
ooo feet of timber each year. We shall cut about 4,000,000 
feet from our own lands and have arranged for about 
6,000,000 more from other sources. Our lumbering opera- 
tions up-river have already begun.” 


Henry Grinnell’s Warning. 


PortLanpD, Me., November 25, 1901.—Henry Grinnell, 
field assistant and computer of the Bureau of Forestry of 
the United States Department of Agriculture, has just re- 
turned from an expedition to the north and south branches 
of the Penobscot, where, during the past summer, he has 
gone over seven townships, or about 140,000 acres in all, 
making a scientific investigation of the conditions there 
for the Great Northern Paper Company. A detailed re- 
port of his summer’s work may be expected before long. 

“Unless the present method of lumbering here in Maine 
is changed, twenty years from now there will be but very 
little spruce timber left in the State,” said Mr. Grinnell, 
when asked about his work. 

“In the first place,” said Mr, Grinnell, “if the lumber- 
men of Maine desire to save their spruce forests they 
must make a radical change from the manner in which 
they are operating at present. Under the present system 
an operation will be started in the woods and a number of 
good clumps of timber, somewhat apart from one another, 
will be cut. This leaves other trees to grow up untouched. 
Generally these trees are valuable, but the little clusters in 
which they grow are so far apart that there is no profit in 
cutting them. There is not enough lumber to put a camp 
at each cluster and unless this is done the logs cannot be 
cut successfully. 

“The remedy for this is a cleaner cut and unless a 
cleaner cut is made we can do but little. Whenever a 
camp is placed in a certain locality all the trees which are 
large enough to cut in that vicinity should be taken. The 
crews should not be permitted to jump from one point to 
another, taking only the best. This practice is highly de 


structive to the value of the forests. 
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‘Another thing which should be abandoned is the prac- 
tice of cutting small trees. Nothing smaller than 13 inches 
at the stump should be taken. Trees which are 10 and 12 
inches in diameter grow the fastest and they should not 
be cut until they are more mature.” 

Mr. Grinnell said that before the manufacture of paper 
from spruce became so general as it is to-day there had 
been but little attention given by the owners of timber 
lands toward preventing the great waste made in the lum- 
bering operations in the forests of Maine, but with the 
largely increased use of spruce and other woods for the 
manufacture of news paper, the question of utilizing the 
top logs, which have heretofore been left in the woods, and 
preventing this great waste in order that the raw material 
can be supplied at a minimum price becomes important 
to the owners of timber lands and the public. “It is the 
opinion of many who are familiar with this question,” he 
continued, “that on the Penobscot River and its tributaries 
alone fully 20,000,000 feet of the top logs of spruce trees 
are left in the woods to rot each year. Now that the top 
logs are as valuable for manufacture into pulp as any other 
part of the tree, the timber land owners will readily see 
that it is for their interest to have a joint co-operation in 
establishing rules and regulations in making their permits 
for cutting logs that shall prevent unnecessary waste of this 
valuable material.” 


A Machine Tender’s Suggestion.

To the Editor of The Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—In last week’s issue of THe Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL there is an article as to shorter hours. The 
writer does not give his name, or I might reply to him 
personally. The clause I refer to is where the writer 
speaks of men sleeping half of the time while werking 
night tour. I will venture the assertion that if the writer 
is a “super” or foreman of a mill, and thought his men 
slept half of the time while working night tour, he would 
very soon be getting others in their places. While all 
paper manufacturers agree that all tour workers work too 
long hours, some make all kinds of excuses and think the 
men ought to be satisfied. Why not all manufacturers 
come together and make the shorter hour system universal 
will both be benefited?

Newpapers and the Trade. 

THe Paper TRADE JouRNAL has frequently called atten 
tion to the fact that the daily papers in treating of paper 
trade matters generally show an ignorance of their subject 
that is simply astonishingly wonderful, or wonderfully as- 
tonishing, whichever way the reader desires to have it. 
This week there have been two glaring instances of this. 
In the magazine supplement of the New York Times of 
last Sunday there appeared, under the title of “Woed in 
News Paper,” the following: 

It requires as much wood as is grown upon an acré 
of ground to furnish the raw material for sufficient paper 
to print a Sunday edition of the ordinary New York news 
paper. So says a Maine lumberman, after a careful and 
painstaking calculation. 

rhis at a first glance seems incredible. It must, however, 
be remembered that, to begin with, the bark of the trees 
only is used, and also that this small proportion is further 
reduced by the immense amount of waste which the various 
processes of paper making involve 

The Maine lumberman’s statement may pass for the 
present, even though it is open to criticism, That it is 
was evidently the decision of the Times writer, who in 
endeavoring to help the public to a better understanding 
of the woodman’s allegation, sets down as a fact that 
the paper maker uses only the bark of the tree in mak- 
ing the pulp for use in his paper mill. Yet the paper 
that prints this delightful piece of misinformation has at 
the head of its business department a gentleman who has 
poured forth many columns of words in trying to demon 
strate what wicked fellows paper makers are when they 
get together in their business relations, how outrageously 
they oppress the poor newspaper publisher and what 
enormous profits they are making. The theory of the 
paper that contains “‘all the news that’s fit to print,” that 
spruce pulp is made from the bark of the spruce tree, 
and that that bark is exceedingly cheap, throws a flood 
of light on the claims made by the gentleman in question 
If this 


be not so then he should go upstairs and labor with his 


as to the immensity of the paper maker’s profits 


editorial department, for if it continues its researches 
along the lines upon which it has started it will get him 
into a deal of trouble. 

The day following that on which the publication re 

red to was made the Brooklyn Eagle took the paper 
rade as a topic for talk This paper had learned 
that the Great Northern Paper Company was short of 
water at its Millinocket mill, and after digesting this bit of 
information it sent forth to the world, or to that part of it 
known as Brooklyn, this choice morsel: 

rhe paper trust having chopped its own woods, and 
thereby dried the rivers from which it used to derive its 


own water power, is giving an object lesson to the uation 
in the need of a sensible and scientific forestry system that 


will prevent such wastes in future. You can’t take away 





forever. You must put back, once in a while, even if you 
are worth several dollars. 


No, you can’t take away forever. If you only could 
take away forever the fellows who write such trash about 
the paper trade, the trade would be deprived of some of its 
laughter, but the public would be saved the infliction upon 


it of such bits of misinigrmation as are here set forth. 


An association of Austrian manufacturers held a meet- 
ing recently to discuss the best means of defense against 
American competition. Dr. Von Peez spoke for several 
hours upon the threatened supremacy oi the New World 
and the flooding oi Europe with American produce, trusts, 
&c. The meeting was attended by several ministers and 
many representatives of all branches of industry. Dr. Von 
Peez asserted that American competition must be met 
by international measures, and recommended the establish- 
ment of a commercial protection union oi ail the Central 
European powers against American universal trade; also 
the conclusion of long term commercial treaties between 
European States and short term wreaties with America. 
A committee was appointed to consider the necessary 
steps. 


The exports oi paper at the port of New York this week 
show a slight gain over those of last week. Last week 
they aggregated in value $48,073. This week they aggre- 
gate in value $69,554. Even this latter figure is not as 
large as it should be, and is not of sufficient size to be 
used as a standard for each week’s shipment. Of this 
total, Australia took $40,287, London $6,724, Bristol $2,000, 
and Liverpool $1,402, so that our cousins across the water 
have not altogether forgotten us in their purchases. The 
largest purchasers among the countries south of us were: 
Argentine Republic, $3,304; Brazil, $1,753; Mexico, $1,646; 
while our own Cuba's bill was $6,023. 


It set Holyoke thinking rather hard last week, when 
not only were restrictions put on the use of water, but 
mill owners were notified by the railroads that mill prod- 
uct could not be moved because of the freight handlers’ 
strike. On Friday and Saturday not a car of freight was 
taken into or out of the city on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad. This sort of business just 
now when everyone is clamoring for paper was a propo- 
sition oi a somewhat startling character. Now, however, 
the trouble is over, at least temporarily. The restrictions 
have been removed and the freight is being moved. 


We have always held that what was needed most in for- 
estry matters was a thorough knowledge of our stock in 
hand, just what quantity of wood we have and where it 
is growing, as well as the yearly consumption and the yearly 
additions to the stock. This is demonstrated this week by a 
perusal of the articles on forestry in Maine, printed on 
page 686. Two competent men, one a timberman and the 
other a Government expert, take opposing positions on the 
question of the adequacy of the supply of wood. And this 
is the case in most of the discussions on the question. 


It would seem as though everybody in the paper trade 

should be very familiar with the principles involved in all 
the various problems connected with the subject of 
equivalent weights. Everybody, however, is not, and 
there are many in both the selling and the manufacturing 
department of the industry who will find it profitable to 
read and study the article that is printed in this issue of 
rue Paper TRADE JOURNAL on page 694. 
-Of course the general prosperity of the country was 
sufficient to give every one ample reason for being thank- 
iul, but the paper trade had its own special reasons for 
observing the Day of Thanks this year. Its mills are all 
filled with orders for some time ahead, prices are growing 
slowly larger, there is a healthy condition of business in 
the paper market, and all in all the year has been one of 
satisfaction and encouragement to the whole trade.

An annular frame i is adapted to set upon and above the 
division wall between the troughs g and h. The circular 
segmental screen plates k are preferably connected together 
by angle iron plates, and they are secured to the frame i 
and extend around the outer surface of said frame.

interfere with the proper functions of the machine.

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EQUIVALENT WEIGHTS. 


Some of the Problems Inyolved—Various Examples Show- 
ing How to Determine Questions Arising 
in This Line. 


The term equivalent weight is probably a familiar one 
to every paper maker and machine tender, or to those who 
are continually dealing with the sizes of paper, says the 
Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal. The gradual accumula 
tion and recognition of certain standard sizes, to which 
specific names have been given, has been followed by the 
construction of tables showing at a glance the relative val 
ues of the various standard papers. 

In mills where these particular sizes are manufactured 
the tables are of great service, but they cannot be used 
when the papers run off the machines are odd sizes not 
mentioned in the lists. 

We propose to show how a correct understanding of the 
principles involved will enable the reader to apply them to 
problems outside the mere determination of equivalent 
weights. 

As used in the case of papers the term is a well-known 
one. Thus, on referring to the tables we find the follow- 
ing examples: 

Writing papers—

Here we understand that a ream of foolscap weighing 
17 ibs. is equivalent to a ream of post weighing 22 Ibs 
10 ozs. 

That is to say, if we take a ream of royal measuring 
19x24 and weighing 35 lbs. 8 ozs. and reduce it to the 
dimensions of post, viz., 19x15, then we should find the 
weight of the paper to be 22 Ibs. 10 ozs. A further reduc- 
tion of the size to foolscap would give a weight of 17 Ibs 
for the ream in the latter size 

Applying the explanation to another familiar operation 
in the paper mill, viz., in the cutter room, where a quan 
tity of broke is being cut up, the foreman can tell by 
reference to the table of equivalents that this particular 
quantity, if it gives a foolscap weighing 17 lbs., will also 
produce a post of 22 lbs. to uzs., and so on 

These are everyday applications of the ordinary tables 
with which-everyone is acquainted. 

There are many modifications of the use that can be 
made of these tables, but in order to amplity them, and to 
show the methods by which the principles governing their 
use can be generally applied, even to papers of odd sizes 
not given, the next step in the study of the problems con 
nected with the subject is to determine the calculatiors re- 
quired to construct the tables, 

It is manifestly evident that no table can give all the 
sizes used in the trade, and the equivalent weights given 
in the published records are only those of standar+ sizes 
of general interest to the trade. 

In the case of printing papers we find the following 
equivalents given among others: 

Demy ..- 1744) 22 lbs 

Double Foolscap Oe 25 lbs. 10 ozs 
Royal 20 5 28lbs. 7 ozs 
Super Royal.... 20 31 lbs. 5 ozs 
Double Crown 20 X30 33lbs. 8o0zs 
Imperial . X30 36lbs. 13 ozs. 
Double Demy.... . 224%X%35 44lbs. 

For these papers the table gives not only the above equiv 
alents but also a large number of others. Supposing some 
odd size is to be dealt with, say a sheet 20x26. In a case 
like this the table is not serviceable to any degree of ac 
curacy. It is true that an experienced paper maker will 
see from the figures the approximate effect of cutting down 
the imperial or the double demy to this size, but we require 
a rule by means of which a case of this kind can be accu 
rately worked out 

Hence we may proceed to show how the equivalent of 
the 22-pound demy has been arrived at in the case of, say, 
the super royal. Suppose the ream to consist of 500 sheets 
The size of one demy sheet is 1742x224 square inches; 
500 down sheets will measure 500x17'2x22% square inches 
rhe weight of paper with this area is 22 pounds.

Now it will at once be noticed that the number of sheets 
per ream can be omitted in every case as the figure ap- 
pears on both sides of the equation. The following rule 
is thus established: The equivalent weights of paper are in 
direct proportion to the areas of the single sheets. This 
can be expressed in the shape of a formula, which we may 
now study, because by it many problems in connection 
with the subject of equivalent weights can be solved. 
General formula.w—Let W represent the weight of a 
ream of paper for which the area of the single sheet is A.

With the relation between the weights and areas thus 
written the several problems can readily be determined. 
A few of these may now be given as illustrations 
Example 1.

Another case in which this rule is found useful is in 
determining the weight of paper sent by a customer. 
Suppose, for instance, an order is sent for a double crown, 
as per a sample enclosed, the latter having been torn off 
a sheet in the possession of the customer.

When the piece is small it must be cut square, and its 
area and weight determined with every care, as any slight 
error being multiplied in the after calculations may give 
wrong results

Hence from the measurement of the sample slip we 
have determined the weight of the ream of the sheet re- 
quired. 

A further application of the rule can be made when it is 
desirable to ascertain the variation in the substance of 
paper, or to find the extent of the variations as between 
the sheets in the ream. 

When a number of whole sheets are taken from the 
ream for this purpose the rule is easily applied, since the 
comparison is only one of calculation. We illustrate this, 
together with the more useful method of testing by means 
of small slips. This latter case is sometimes met with in 
cutting small pieces from the one sheet in order to deter 
mine any variations in substance in that sheet, with a view 
of checking the running of the paper machine. 

Example 6. Six sheets are taken at random from a 
ream of paper which has the substance 25 X 64, 50 Ibs.

These machines and process for making paper above re- 
ferred to are not my invention, nor am I interested in 
either the machines or process, all being the invention and 
property of Geo. R. Sherwood, Chicago, III.

Information as to Corn Stalks as Fibre.

The making of paper from corn stalks is not new as an 
idea, but as a fact it is the newest thing in the art. Until 
recently the successful utilization of corn fibre has been 
a theory, and it has remained for George R. Sherwood, of 
Chicago, to reduce the theory to a practical, successful re- 
sult. His labors and experiments have covered a num- 
ber of years, and he has invented machines and a process 
which open to the paper making industry a new source of 
pulp supply. Mr. Sherwood’s experiments have dem- 
onstrated that the corn fibre is superior to that of straw; 
that it is tough, strong and pliable, while the fibre of the 
straw is brittle, and that corn will yield more pounds of 
paper from a given weight of raw material than will straw, 
and at less cost. As corn is the only cereal crop which is 
cultivated throughout the growing season, it is the only 
crop that is clean and free from weeds. 

The bulk of the straw crop is grown too far frem the 
mills and convenient streams to render it profitably avail- 
able for paper and board making. But with the corn 
field to draw upon the matter of paper and board niaking 
takes on a different zone of 


aspect. In the temperate 


this country the corn crop of the world is raised. Nearby 
are the paper and board mills. At present much cf the 
corn plant is wasted. The ear is saved and the stalk and 
husks and leaves are used either as an indifferent sort of 
fodder or are plowed under in the fall and left to rot. In 
the United States 80,000,000 acres are given over to the 
raising of corn, producing in the States of Illinois, Lowa, 
Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska between 48,000,000 and 
50,000,000 tons of corn fodder each year. The ears 
leaves and husks are rich in food value; the stalk is made 
up of a hard, outer shell, high in fibre and low in food 
value, quickly becoming flinty and coarse and of no value 
as food. The inner filling of pith has no food value, but is 
useful as a sizing for paper, the cells, when properly treated, 
In many other ways the 
properly treated, 


making a high grade of paper. 
pith is useful. The inner pith, when 
yields 40 per cent. of paper stock, and when treated inde- 
pendently and then mixed with the fibre of the outer 
stalk, makes a superior size. The above facts have been 
brought out in the course of Mr. Sherwood’s experiinents. 

Mr. Sherwood has perfected machinery which first husks 
the corn, and then separates the fine, delicate husk next 
the ear to be used for mattress and upholstery work, leav 
ing the coarse outer husk and leaves for food purposes, 
and depithing the stalk, separating the fibre from the pith. 
By separating the fibre and the pith mechanically, each 
may be treated separa.cly. Corn pith will absorb twenty 
five times its own weight of water. By the old shredding 
process, by which leaves, husks, fibre and pith were all cut 
up and piled in a heap, the pith absorbed moisture, which 
in turn acted upon the starch in the leaves, with the result 
that fermentation set in, and the whole mass became unfit 
either for food or for any other purpose. If, however, the 
leaves and husks are removed from the stalk, they will 
retain their sweetness, and their food value will not be im- 
paired, since they cure on the stalk. The stalk itself can 
then be utilized by Mr. Sherwood’s process for the manu- 
facture of paper. Mr. Sherwood states with positiveness, 
and backs up his statements with samples of paper and 
board made by himself of corn fibre and pith, that he has 
solved the problém of cheaply separating the corn plant 
into its constituent elements, so that all parts can be used 
for their logical purposes. He draws the comparison be- 
tween the treatment of the corn plant and the treatment 
of an animal in the packing houses, where every part of 
the animal is used, and the packer is content if he makes 
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each year over his expenses only the amount for which he 


has sold his by-products. The comparison is drawn to 


show that this method of using corn fibre is the most eco 
nomical, since no part of the plant is wasted. 

In a recent address by the Hon. J. Sterling Morton on 
the subject of “Corn,” at the annual banquet of the Omaha 
Commercial Club to the “Ak-Sar-Ben” board of governors, 
Mr. Morton said: 

But the principal and main object of this crude dis- 
course is to show the Commercial Club of Omaha and 
the people of Nebraska that we are to-day entering a new 
era of prosperous compensation for our cornfields. Geo. 
R. Sherwood, of Kearney, just referred to, has now per- 
fectly completed his machinery for depithing stalks, for 
manufacturing a forage ration out of shredded stalks and 
for making a paper stock out of corn stalk fibres. It is 
nearly three years since I first had the pleasure of making 
his acquaintance and visiting his inventive workshop at 
Kearney in company with my late lamented son, Carl 
Morton. Then the whole thought and purpose of Mr. 
Sherwood was to secure and save as a by-product and an 
additional profit to corn culture the pith and the fibres 
of the stalks, the first to be used in bedding down cars 
and for cellulose and the last for cattle food. But after 
three years of intense study and much labor, Mr. Sher- 
wood has produced from the corn stalk a paper which, in 
my judgment, is equal to the best paper stock ever manu- 
factured out of fibre and far better than any wood pulp 
paper that can ever be made. 

Mr. Sherwood has samples of paper and board made 
by his process that have the toughness of parchment. 
The poorest grade of board frem corn fibre by the Sher- 
wood process is equal to the better grades of straw board, 
while the better grades of corn fibre board are superior 
to the best quality of jute board. For all manner of fold- 
ing boxes board from corn fibre may be used. The fibre 
is one which bends without breaking and mats perfectly. 
Neither does it experimenters 
have found who have not hit upon the right process. For 
indurated fibre is an ideal product. Paper 
makers who have seen this product unite in pronouncing 
it of unusnally excellent quality. M.
